In complete response to the Election Requirement issued by the Patent and 
Trademark Office on March 12, 2003, applicants hereby elect with traverse brain tumor 
and 5-fluorouracil (5-FU). 

This request for election is believed to be in error. The instant invention is directed 
to the treatment of inoperable tumors using biodegradable microspheres which release an 
anticancer agent by stereotactic injection, as recited in claim 1 . Restricting the invention to 
a particular tumor and a particular anticancer agent is believed to be unnecessary. 

None of the claims are limited to the anticancer agent alone. The anticancer agent 
is present in a biodegradable microsphere. Additional components will thus be present and 
must be part of the elected invention. 

Claims readable on the elected invention are claims 1-20 and 24-27. 
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In view of the above, it is respectfully requested that the restriction requirement be 
withdrawn or at the very least altered.
